Discussed Molecular Cyano- 
gen In Hot Stars 

SPECTRA STUDIED 



Expansion And Contraction 
Of Stars Causes Changes In 
Spectra Of Some Metals 

The iiresoiicc of molecular gases in 
very hot. stars where they could not 
normally exist Is cxpla'ncd by the 
ceasc?ess' bombardment of meteoi-Ites, 
said Dr. A. VIbort Douglai^ .speaking 
to the Physics Club in the .MacDonald 
Physics liu lding last night, ou llie 
subject of "The Behaviour of Van.'i- 
dium and Cyanogen In Stellar At- 
mospheres". 

ThrougliOiil lier address Dr. Dou- 
ghiK referrcl to spcotlopiams of .Vu 
.Vquilac and the I'ole Star. These 
giant stars composed of gases at 
very high teniivît-atiircs, have densi- 
t'es as low as .OOOS nnd have masses 
many times greater than our .^un. 
They are extremely large and the 
sr.ii, compared to them In volumo 
would be as ,T, pea to a footbaii. They 
exhibit the peculiarity of expanding 
and contra r ifng at regular periods with 
,a resviltant increase nndd-'crease in 
the speed witli which the .''lu-fiue fai-.- 
ing tho Kartli appro.iches us. On 
contraction the stars in question iieat 
lip, and on expansion the gases be- 
come cooled. Thi^; changes the brigii-t- 
iie.'s of the star.'? at rccular intervals. 
The minimum of brigiuiie^s is at- 
tained shortly after the minimum of 
size. 

Tlic:e clian.tjes also effect the speot- 
niin. Ti;c b.-md.'^ ot ionized vanadium, 
when invc-îligatcd and plotted over 
the intervals of expansion and con- 
tract'on, nnd then compared with 
other neutral bands are found to vary 
In size during the pevlod but at a 
different lime from which !lte brlght- 
iie.ip of the .>5lar varie». The band of 
the hydro-carbons al.«o v.avlea, but al- 
most "at the samt times as the 
changes In brghlness. Tr.ices of CX, 
cyanogen, are found in these extre- 
mely hot stars, nnd the cyanogen 
band on the spectrum also varies, but 
il:i variation."! are the very opposite 
of tlie hydro-carbon band.

In llluslrallon of this 
Is a conimenlarj" on tho literary 
works of tlio great statcMiuau. es.say- 
i.st nnd scholar. Han Vu, who llvo.l 
from 768 to S24 liy iho famous 
phlloioplior. Chu Hsl wlio lived from 
1130 to 1300. The impressions from 
seals In Ihla yçlunui Indicate tfic 
ownership ot Ihe book.

There has been i\ slijrht ini.-^apprehension 
regarding a statement made in the Daily yester- 
day concerning the restrictions that have been 
imposed on :^LS.P.E. ffirls desirous of taking 
part in the Red and White Revue. This state- 
ment was to I he effect that but one girl had 
made grades that permitted her to take part in 
the Rovue. the necessary grades being an A 
in Gymnasium and Dancing, and a B in all 
other subjects.

What we intended to convey 
was that only one girl had complied with the 
particular grades specified. 

We have since learned, since publishing 
the editor]e.\s, that two girls have satisfied the 
requirements, not one, as we had previously 
been informed.

Tl:e strike at Queen's University last year 
whicli c.nu.-cd a break in the friendly i*ela- 
tions then existing between students and the 
authorities, was caused by the attempt by the 
auth::riiit.- lo pir.iisli two .=^tuden"..~ who.?e pro- 
cliviliL:i (.u:.-icie ihe coiiege grounds had sup- 
porediy attracted notoriety to their fair' univer- 
sity. 

^îJae trouble brewing at the University of 
Toronto, however, is of a different nature. 
There tlu autliontie.s arc attempting to brow- 
bea,t jthe ..Suideiu.s'.. Administrative Council into 
calling for the resignation of the Editor-in- 
, Chief of their offieial organ. "The Varsity,*' as 
the person responsible for certain views ex- 
pressed in an editorial in that paper a week ago 
concerning the ."-ubject of "Petting." The eaid 
views con.sisted of comments, we believe, on a 
lecliure which had been delivered by Dr. Erne-st 
Thoma.'<. iu Toiontu, on the .subject, "Christian 
Marriage aiul Before." 

McGill wa.s also privileged in hearing Dr. 
Thomas on the same subject when he spoke in 
Strathcona Hall here on Monday afternoon, 
January 24th. Dr. Thomas treated his rather 
difficult subject in a ,sane, kindly, and emi- 
nently wiiolesome manner, frankly presenting 
what lie personally believed to be an ideal con- 
ditionj before and after marriage. Those who 
lieai d ihim were deeply impressed v,-ith his .siii- 
c^ri^^nd desire to reach the roots of the ques- 
tionrl'ne 'inerely offered his ojjinions for wliat 
they v.ei'c worth, and did not in any way at- 
tempt to inflict his ideas on his audience. His 
whole thesis was that there was an ideal which 
was worth working for and waiting for in the 
])re-ma)-tial jeîations of men and women. He 
i'ecogni/.ed the fact that the normal age of mar- 
riage is Jieai'er thirty than twenty in our pre- 
sent organisai ion of society, and that therefore 
the pj'oblenis presented duriiiK this long pj*e- 
raarriagc period were often \eiy acute. He 
emphasi.'^!.'! tlie fact that the human species 
have developed certain gestures with which the 
two '.sexes ■•an express their love towards one 
anothej-, and pointed out that if these gestures 
are employed promiscuou.sly on variou.s persons 
their values and meaning will be cheapened so 
that when a deejj and abiding love enters an in- 
dividiiai'.s life, thai individual will be bereft of 
gestures with wJiich 1o expi'ess that love. He 
further st i(,'S.-;erl the value of woi'k and interest 
in other tiling.^ to tide over difficult periods in 
the individual's emotional life. The respons- 
ibilty of those of this generation to tho-se of the 
generation yet unborn in handing dowji to them 
the heritage of a clean mind a/id body must not 
be shirked Ijy those who consider* themselves 
willing to obtain an abiding satisfaction in their 
]ives. This is. in sum ail Dr. Thomas said. Any 
intelligent person must recognize the deep 
trutiis and values underlying what he had to 
offoi- from his (jwii experience and that of 
others on the question. 

The Editor of the Varsity iheji wrote an 
editorial in which he gentJy ridiculed this 
''middle-aged clergyman who told his hearers 
in gentle tones and with irrefutable logic that 
petting was dangerous and that it should not be 
practi.sed.'' This attitude of sarcasm is as un- 
fair as it is ungrounded. Instead of attempting 
to regute his ideas with the same "irrefutable 
logic" which he admits Dr. Thomas n.sed, the 
Editor paints Dr. Thomas as a female Santa 
C'jjs j-ai.sing iii.s iiands in hori'oi' at the antics 
of the yoiinge)- generation. Anyone with a per- 
sonal acquaint a lice v/ith Dr. Thomas kjiows 
that he is anything but a fit subject for such 
portraiture. He is a .sensible man possessed of 
great knowled^i' an<! (!xperience of the ways of 
the youtl' u\' toaay. He is accused of claiming 
that j/oKnij? V, a.s a new institution, when he 
stated definitely, ia his lecture that lie liecoja;-

As originally conceived, it no donbl was intend- 
ed to be an artistic blending of good music, iiicluding in 
this lorni the work of Ihr composer, the singer, and Ibe 
orchestra, and llic ilranialic properties of the theatre. Un 
the continent it may be so even now. altiioiigb fioni niy 
slight ncqtinintancc with the other .<.ido. it does not seem 
so, but on this continent opern has definitely Ronc to the 
"slar" system. It is a regrettable fact that in the most 
cases one goes to sec such-and-such a prima donna or so- 
and-so, tlic noted m.alc singer, with the ojicra itself running 
a iKKjr second. 

Perhaps wc may put it aiolhcr w,-iy, that the star is 
but one of the traditions of Brand opera that have grown 
up and hindered it; others are over-elaborate or artificial 
settings, awkward stage biisinc.«s. At any rate, all Ibis lias 
been swept away in one stroke by Wladimir Kosing. 'J"bc 
result is so entirely different from the old that at first it 
takes one's .ittention front the opera, but aftci- one becomes 
used to it, it proves a restful unity, far moire convincing 
tb.in tlic old style. 

The various innovations have been mentioned from day 
to day ill reviews of each opera; it may not be amiss to 
note a few of the more striking here. In "Kausl", for in- 
stance, there arc two tciior-s \o sing the title role, the tran- 
sformation being accomplished not by the clumsy old way 
of tearing oft a wig and unbuttoning a cloak behind a 
screen, but by the use of lights, darkening out and np again. 
Mophisiophcles wears striking costumes in red and black, 
varying in design with the scene, making a much iiiorc ef- 
fective character than the old one with crimson tights, tail 
and horns. 

Very effective use was made of the silver and black color 
schemes, notably in "Figaro". "Carmen" seemed somewhat 
strange without the usual .Spaiish atmosphere-cubist 
dc.-icns arc ratlier ticklish things to liaiidlc. In "Butterfly" 
the scries of larger doorways opening back to the outside 
provc<l a very neat bit* of stage mechanism. Throughout all 
the operas tliirc is simplicity in setting, the use of light to 
achieve effect and to snggest to the imagination rather 
than to di'picting in detail. It is the note of the new theatre; 
il has been coniiim for some few years; now it seems to 
be well on the way, and as far as I am concerned, mote 
life to it.

'lT.i; Pl.nycrs' Ch'.b has had the wisdom and fore-sight 
to see tiic way out of the darkness, and had it not been for 
the — in this connection— imiortunatc arrival of the ujKra 
company they would have had the distinction of present- 
ing for the first time in Montreal a play conceived, direct- 
ed, acted, and stage in the new school of ideas. It is going

ants, etc. not to mention their iinaghiary kingdoms. It is a 
play which anyone at all interested in the theatre will have 
to 'cc; it is bound to cause no little comment.

Our poor old Board of Censors of movies is but one 
inaniicîtaiiuii; i)rohibition another, it seems stnmgc that 
they can survive the absurd positions in which they place 
themselves, but ipparcnlly ilic end is nut yet iu sight 
Perhaps the tiicalrc culuiiin is net quite the place to gu into 
the general question of censorship; at any riiic I shall have 
some words on the subject as it concerns us-ncxt week.

nized that had been in existence ever, since man 
was created. ^ 

Again, Dr. Thomas did NOT sec any cause 
for alarm in the situation, as the "Varsity 
claims he did. The Editor's claim that ' petting 
has come to be recognized as an institution is 
a truism and does not conflict witli what Dr. 
Thomas said. Further, vice, white slave trai- 
fic, murder, and all forms of debauchery, have 
come to be recognized as "institutions" in the 
same sense as petting has, and their mere ex- 
istence is no argument for their ligitimacy, as 
the "Varsity" appears to suggest. Dr. Thomas 
admitted that "standards of all kinds as well 
as morality have changed," and he merely at,- 
tempted to suggest a standard which the youth 
of today may not accept as they will. The 
"Var.sity" 's claim that "petting is simply an 
exchange of amenities which make no differ- 
ence when the 'grand passion' is experienced," 
is based on ignorance of the psychological 
mechanism of the human organism. Any emo- 
tional experience has a lasting effect on the in- 
dividual concerned, and the memory of count- 
less promiscuous caresses cannot but intrude 
and destroy the contentment and happiness 
which surrounds that same "grand passion." 

Although we do not agree with the .senti- 
ments of the editorial in question, we do not 
se how the authorities at Toronto are in any 
way to be supported in their attempt to force 
the Students' Administrative Council to call for 
the resignatioti of the Editor of their official 
organ. If the Council full.y supports him in his 
views, as they have every right to dp, the author- 
ities have no ground t oprotest, for the "Var- 
.sity" is an organ of STUDENT opinion, and 
whatever the.y may have to say on matters con- 
cerning students and their problems .should be 
their own affair. Tl)e Students' Administrative 
Council, is, therefore, properly standing firn) 
in theii- attitude, and supporting the Editor to 
the best of their ability. 

The subject of the editorial is a small mat- 
ter compared with the principle of autonomy 
of the students in their own affairs. We believe 
that the University .of Toronto aiithprjties will 
take the common-sense attitude of recognizing 
that autonomy, and that t}^ matter will be 
amicably settled. If they were to persist, how- 
ever, in forcing an action upon the Students' 
Administrative Council, the Editor o f the 
"Varsity" should, we Ijelieve, be supported by 
every man and woman in the university, 
whether they agree with the editorial or think 
it ill-advised as we do. The larger principle 
must be the one which decides the attitude of 
every student at Toronto, We trust', however, 
that further strife wjll nflt be necessayj^.
